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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  August  1980 
totaled  58.6  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
up  4.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  0.1  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 
the  previous  year. 

During  August,  53.4  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  up  3.4 
million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and  down 
2.2  million  pounds  from  August  1979.   The  per- 
centage of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was  91.06% 
in  August  compared  to  92.44%  the  previous  month 
and  95.09%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producer  during 
August  was  $14.31  per  cwt.  —  down  1  cent  from 
July  1980  and  78  cents  above  August  1979. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  42.3  million  pounds  of 
milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  August  1980.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  down  4.8  million  pounds  from 
July  and  were  down  3.0  million  pounds  from 
August  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  39.2  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  42.2  million 
pounds  in  July  and  35.7  million  pounds  during 
August  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was  92.66%  of 
the  total  producer  milk  during  August  1980  com- 
pared to  89.64%  last  month  and  91.11%  during 
August  of  last  year.   (Continued  on  page  6) 


The  Dairy  Price 
Support    Program 


A  development  of  interest  to  all  seg- 
ments of  the  dairy  industry  is  the  scheduled 
increase  in  the  price  support  for  milk  on 
October  1,  the  beginning  of  the  new  marketing 
year.   The  exact  support  price  which  will 
become  effective  is  not  known  at  this  time. 
What  we  do  know  is  that  it  will  be  at  80  per- 
cent of  parity  and  that  current  legislation 
requires  another  price  support  adjustment  on 
April  1  to  reflect  the  six-month  change  in 
the  Index  of  Prices  Paid. 

The  permanent  legislation  authorizing 
the  dairy  price  support  program  requires 
that  the  support  price  for  milk  be  set  be- 
tween 75  and  90  percent  of  parity.   However, 
starting  in  1977  and  through  September  1981, 
Congress  raised  the  minimum  support  level  to 
80  percent  of  parity  at  the  beginning  of  the 
marketing  year  (October  1),  and  mandated  that 
the  Secretary  make  a  semiaimual  adjustment  at 
midyear  (April  1)  to  reflect  the  change  in 
the  Index  Of  Prices  Paid  By  Farmers  during 
the  first  half  of  the  marketing  year  for  com- 
modities, services,  interest,  taxes  and  wage 
rates. 

The  present  support  price  for  milk  test- 
ing 3.5  percent  butterfat  is  $12,07  per  hun- 
dredweight.  The  most  likely  support  price  on 
October  1,  according  to  department  experts, 
is  $12.80.   To  carry  out  the  higher  support 
level,  CCC  purchase  prices  of  butter,  nonfat 
dry  milk  and  cheese  will  also  be  increased. 
The  projected  73  cent  increase  in  the  support 
price  is  equivalent  to  increases  of  approxi- 
mately 8  2/3  cents  per  pound  in  the  purchase 
price  of  butter,  4  1/2  (Continued  on  page  7)

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for 
August  milk  was  $14.46,  an  increase 
of  11  cents  from  the  previous  month 
and  92  cents  above  August  of  last 
year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  56.8  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  August  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were  down 
2.3  million  pounds  and  6.2  million 
pounds  below  August  1979. 

In  the  August  equalization 
pool,  53.2  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  1.4  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  6.2 
million  pounds  below  August  1980. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.76%  of  the  total 
during  August  compared  to  92.49%  the 
previous  month  and  94.28%  during 
August  of  the  previous  year- 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  August  milk 
was  $14.68  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  9  cents  from  July  and 
was  91  cents  above  August  1979. 


PRODUCER  SUMHARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  437  producers  delivered 
157.6  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
436  producers  and  160.1  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  480  producers  and  160,7 
million  pounds  during  August  1979. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in  August 
were  down  1.6%  from  July  and  were 
1.9%  below  August  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  11,572  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12,  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
8,198  pounds  under  Order  No.  6, 
9.550  pounds  under  Order  No.  12, 
and  27,738  pounds  under  Order 
No.  13. 


Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  9  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  ^  POINTS 

The  August  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased  9 
points  (3.6  percent)  to  256  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most  to 
the  increase  since  July  were  higher  prices  for  hogs,  cattle,  corn, 
eggs,  potatoes,  and  soybeans.   The  index  was  18  points  (7.6  percent) 
above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  August  15  was  284, 
up  4  points  (1.4  percent)  from  mid-July.   Higher  prices  for  feed  and 
feeder  livestock  were  the  major  contributors  to  the  increase.   The 
index  for  August  1980  was  33  points  (13  percent)  higher  than  a  year 
earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  90 
for  the  month  of  August  1980.   The  ratio  was  up  2  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  5  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

cents  per  pound  on  nonfat  dry  milk,  and  7  1/A 
cents  per  pound  on  cheese.   This  assumes  (1) 
no  increase  in  the  manufacturing  margins  and 
(2)  the  support  price  increase  is  divided 
equally  between  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  in 
adjusting  the  purchase  prices  for  these  pro- 
ducts. 

The  Minnesota-Wisconsin  price  during  the 
months  of  April,  May,  June  and  July  was  below 
the  $12.07  support  price,  which  became  effec- 
tive April  1,  by  amounts  ranging  from  34  to 
41  cents  per  hundredweight.   The  M-W  price 
for  August  was  $11.86  per  hundredweight.   We 
expect  another  increase  in  September.   If 
this  increase  only  is  an  anticipation  of  the 
October  1  increase  in  the  support  price,  the 
M-W  price  beginning  in  October  could  again 
be  below  the  support  price.   Such  a  situation 
would  raise  questions  in  the  department  as  to 
the  adequacy  of  the  manufacturing  margins  as 
well  as  concern  that  the  objective  of  the  pro- 
gram —  manufacturing  milk  prices  to  producers 
to  at  least  equal  the  support  price  —  was  not 
being  achieved. 

The  manufacturing  margins  used  in  calcu- 
lating CCC  purchase  prices  are  designed  to 
reflect  average  costs  of  manufacturing.   If 
average  manufacturing  costs  exceed  the  manu- 
facturing margins,  dairy  plants  do  not  real- 
ize enough  revenue  above  costs  to  pay  the 
support  price  to  farmers  when  market  prices 
for  dairy  products  are  at  or  near  CCC  purchase 
levels.   Since  the  manufacturing  margins  were 
last  increased  on  October  1,  1979,  it  is 
estimated  that  average  manufacturing  costs 
have  gone  up  about  14  percent.   Raising  the 
manufacturing  margin  14  percent  or  18  cents 
per  hundredweight  would  have  the  effect  of 
increasing  CCC  purchase  prices  by  an  equiva- 
lent amount  and  would  increase  plant  opera- 
tors ability  to  pay  for  milk.  However,  there 
would  be  no  assurance  that  the  increase  would 
be  passed  on  to  producers  or  that  the  support 
objective  would  be  met. 

Looking  further  down  the  road,  the  cur- 
rent projection  is  that  the  index  of  prices 
paid  will  rise  about  5  percent  between  October 
and  April.   This  would  mean  another  66  cents 
increase  in  the  support  price  on  April  1. 

During  the  next  session  of  Congress  the 
Dairy  Price  Support  program  will  be  an  im- 
portant item  on  the  legislative  agenda.   One 
of  the  issues  Congress  is  likely  to  consider 
is  whether  to  continue  the  parity  standard  as 
the  basis  for  price  supports.
